Slranjre indeed that so now ttorlin nn old 
time and curious a. community could have 
remained reasonably unconUiminaUd by 
tho hordes of picnickers. TheSpreevald is 
too near ;v great capital lor foreigners to 
hear much of it. The museums tind pal- 
aces of Berlin, the palac( s of Potsdam, ab- 
sorb all tho spare energy of foreign visit- 
ors. And for convenient outtlights it is u 
littio too far for uiOFt burghers of Berlin. 
Sonic have, country placon in and near the 
Spreewald. Many visit it occasionally. It 
is a iutoritc place for people from Dresden 
and Leipsio who can give several days to 
exploring its watery labyrinths. Especially 
for the to iching guild is it a favorite, re- 
sort. Kvt ry village has its inns, aud r.(, 
Burg, where Vendish services are held in 
tho old church, and the eostnmc remains 
tho most antique, thero are several famous 
taverns.

FORGERY. 


Principle* of ttie Expert* M Ay« 
pU«d to Ita DcteoUom. 


A Tcry curious tact about the philosophy 


of handwriting is this—that a man never 
writes bis name twice In exactly the same 
way, or, in other words, one signature is 
never a facsimile of any other. So that if 
an expert finds among some genuine sig- 
natures one that corresponds in every de- 
tnil with a disputed signature—and such 
a thing has happened several times—he is 
absolutely certain, first, that the latter 
really is bogus, and, second, that be has 
before him the very model used by the 
forger. All detectives of the ink pot agree 
that the discovery that two signatures on 
being superimposed and held to the light 
are identical is n conclusive proof that 
there has been tracing. 


Such are the leading principles of the 


expert's profession. How are they applied? 
In some cases they are not applied at all. 
1'he paper itself, the stamp, if there is one, 
may proclaim a document to be a forgery. 
Then the microscope and other appliances 
will sometimes show whether a signature 
is fraudulent. Swindlers commonly write 
a name in pencil and then ink it over. If 
the expert has reason to believe that this 
method has been adopted—and it is not 
difficult to detect, .because, for one thing, 
the signature looks duller than the other 
writing—he has only to put a drop of acid 
on the letters, and, presto! tho ink disap- 
pears, revealing the glistening plumbago 
beneath. But it is practically Impossible to 
obtain by any mode of tracing a sign 
manual that will successfully bear the 
closest'scrutiny. In following the model, 
whether that bo a facsimile in pencil or 
carbon or a genuine signature held to the 
light, the pen hesitates, giving tho writ- 
ing u zigzag appearance, which, although 
not visible to the naked eye, can be clearly 
seen with the aid of the microscope. 
The 


most useful ally of the expert, however, is 
the camera, which has no equal for show- 
ing signs of erasure, correction and pen 
hesitancy. 


In one way or another, then, a docu- 


ment may be pronounced a forgery with- 
out any comparison of writing. Rarely is 
this so when tho work of a really accom- 
plished 
professional penman comes to 


hand. He generally practices a signature 
till he can imitate it closely enough to de- 
ceive any bank cashier, when be dashes it 
off at tho foot of a check with greater flu- 
ency perhaps than could its owner. In 
this art .Tim the Penman was an adopt— 
tho greatest adept in the annals of crime. 
Ko tracing or boggling for him, no rub- 
bing out or touching up. Hewrote at once 
exactly what was wanted, imitating the 
most difficult hand with a freedom, an case 
and a perfection that were marvelous.— 
Cassell's Journal.

Violet Perfume. 


It would appear sis if the cnltivfitlon of 


the \iolut for its perfume alone will short- 
ly bo numbered with tho things of the 
past. Violet perfume is now produced by 
chemical menus, and the result quite su 
perscdes and surpasses, it is said, in qual 
ity and persistency, thu flower itself. This 
latest discovery in chemistry has been 
made by two Germans in Leipsic, and thi 
importance of it may bo measured by tho 
fact thnt many thoxisands of pounds ha%c 
boon offered for tho patent. Already this 
substance hns been sajd at a considerable 
reduction upon the cost of the perfume 
mado from real violets, and so intense is 
the odor in its concentration that the man- 
ufacturers sell only 10 per cent solutions 
of it. This 10 per cant solution has to be 
again diluted « hundredfold before it is fli 
for sale to the public. The perfume of 
violets is not, wo are told, tho only in- 
stance in which chemical science as ap 
plied to perfumery has triumphed, and 
though some of the other chemically made 
perfumes are not so remarkable in their 
similitude to those actnallyt-xtracred from 
flowers, they aro of sufficent importance to 
gre&tly limit tho use of flowers they imi- 
tate.—New York Lodger.

The child's IVCo during the time the 


family lived in Kentucky appears to have 
boon entirely uneventful.

The only one of 
young Lincoln's playmates' now'llving'is 
an old man, nearly 100 years old, named 
Austin Gollaher, -whose mind is bright 
and clear, aneVwho never tires of tolling 
of tho days Lincoln and bo ^'wore little 
tikes and played together." This old man, 
who yet lives In the log house in which he 
has always lived, a few miles from the old 
Lincoln place, tella entertaining stories 
about the president's boyhood. 


Mr. Gollaher says that they were togeth- 


er more than the other boys in school, that 
he became fonjJ of his littlo friend, and he 
believed that Abe thought a great deal cf 
him. 


In speaking of various events cf minor 


Importance in their boyhood days Mr. Gol- 
laher remarked, 
KIonce sated Lincoln's 


life." Upon being urged to tell of the oc- 
currence he thus related it: "We had been 
going to school together one year, but the 
next year we had bo school because there 
•wcic so few scholars to' attend, there bo- 
ing only about 20 in the school the year be- 
fore. Consequently Abe and I had not 
much to do, but as we did not go to pchool 
and our mothers were Ftrict with us wo 
did not get to see each other very often. 
Quo Sunday morning my mother waked 
me up curly, saying she was going to s-ee 
Mrs. Lincoln, and that I could go along. 
Glad of tho chance, I was soon dressed und 
rcndy to go. After my mother and I got 
there Abe and I played all through the 
day. While we were "wandering up and 
down the little stream called. Knob crcok 
Abe said: 'Bight \vp there," pointing to 
tbo cast, 'we saw a covey of partridges yes- 
terday. Let's go over and get sonic of 
them.' Tho stream was swollen and was 
too wide for us to jump auross. Finally 
we saw n narrow footing, and TTO con- 
cluded to try it. It was narrow, but Abe 
said, 'Let's coon it.' 


"I went first and reached tho other sido 


all right. Abe went about half way across, 
when ho «ot scared and began trembling. 
I hollered to him, 'Don't look down nor 
up, nor sideways, but look right at mo 
ami hold on tight.' But he fell off into the 
creek, and as the water was about seven or 
eight feet dec1]), and I could not swim, and 
neither could Abe, I knew it would do no 
good for me to go in after him. So I got a 
stick—a long water sprout—and held it out 
to him. Ho came up, grabbing with both 
hands, and I put the stick into his hands. 
He clung to it, and I pulled him out on 
the bunk, almost dead. I got him by the 
arnib and shook him well and then rolled 
him on the ground, when the water pour- 
ed out of hi:; mouth. Ho wo* all right very 
soon. Wo promised each other that we 
would never tell anybody about it, and 
n<.'\ ur did for years. I we/x or told any one 
of it until after Lincoln was killed."—

lished FlMt Ia 1663. 


The oldest English newspaper is^ough 


cw people know it, the London Gazette, 
vhich was, on its first publication on Nov. 
4, 1CC5, known as the Oxford Gazette 
ti-om tho faet of tho parliament sitting at 
Jsford. This name was changed on Feb. 


1060, to tho present one. But though 


lie London Gazette contains some items 
f much interest to certain people, such 


thoso who have received "honors" at 


lie hands of royalty or those whoso bank- 
uptcies iire announced, it is not a news- 
apor in the usual sense of the term—that 
<3, ns being read generally by tho public. 


Tho honor of being the oldest newspaper 


f thin class in tho British Isles, nnd hence 
robably in the world, may be unhcsHa- 
ipgly awarded to Berrow's "Worcester 
burnal, which made its appearance in 
090, ten years before the beginning of tho 
ightecnth century. It has always had u 
vide circulation among tho higher classes 
f its district and is today as \ igorous as 
ver. But when it first ctiinc out it was 
not under its present name, and this fact- 
r is of importance in considering its 
laim to the premier honors of tho journal- • 
stic world. 


Perhaps we ought to award the palm of 


icing the doyen of English journals to tho 
jincoln, Rutland and Stamford Mercury, 
till published weekly at Stamford. 
This 


aper has now, as ever, a truly great cir- 
:ul;itioii and anTmorrnous influence in tho 
•astern midland district. Its title is oxact- 
y tho samo today as it was on the d«.y it 
van first published, 174 years ago. Ilcneo

This delay in action, while generally on- 


ly a few seconds in each case, amounts up 
seriously in the course of a whole day's 
work aud is tho chief cause of the prover- 
bial lutcness of freight trains which ha^e 
nnich switching to do at intermediate sta- 
tions. From the fact that the movement 
of the electric locomotive can bo graduated 
so nicely a full third of tho time usually 
occupied by steam locomotives can be 
saved, particularly as single empty cars 
unprovided with automatic couplings need 
never bo bunt«?d off by too rapid an ap- 
proach of the engibo, as frequently hap- 
pens under switching conditions as they 
now arc. 


Again, the acceleration of the electric 


locomotive is so e\ en that the freight car.* 
of a comparatively long train are started, 
one alter another, without jerking and 
without apparent strain. A weak draw bar 
is thus protected against sudden fracture, 
and no "easing off,"with consequent re- 
duction in speed and delay in getting un- 
der \vay, is necessary, as in the case of the 
steam locomotive. The electric locomotive, 
further, is fitted with a quick acting air- 
brake, the pressure for which Is kept at its 
maximum by an automatic elee-tric air 
pump, instead of tho comparatively slow 
acting steam brake which is usually at- 
tached to steam switching engines. The 
highest rate e)f speed permissible} in such 
aisos may, therefore1, bo indulged in with 
the certainty of a quick stop, should occa- 
sion require H. 


Tho handincss withvdiich an electric 


locomotive may bo operated is anothei 
point in its favor. There is neither tho in- 
ternal pressure of tho steam against the 
throttle valve nor tho stiffness und weight 
of tho link reversing gear to overcome. 
A dainty controller handle, which could 
bo moved by a child, and a re\crsing han- 
dles utmost equally light anel movable open 
and arrange the paths for tho current.—

Greasing the Elephants.

" There ore many things that are sold by 
the gross, and not a few that are sold by- 
the thousand, bu£ thefe are not many tha* 
are sold by the million. Among the things 
that arc so sold, however, are shoe eyelets, 


Shoe eyelets are made of brass by mar 


chines whose operation is almost, entirely 
automatic. Three or four machines are re- 
quired to produce the eyelet in the form ia 
which it is sold, the brass being fed into 
tho first machine in thin, flat strips. As 
sold to the shoe manufacturer the eyelet ipt 
turned down at one end only. The eyelets 
look as much as anything like BO many 
little hat« with narrow" brims and without 
any tops in the crowns. The upper end of 
the crown, which is like the end of a little 
cylinder, is put through the eyelet hole in 
the shoe, the finished brim or flange of the 
eyelet resting against tho leather upon the 
onKide. After the eyelet has thus been put 
in plate its inner end is turned down tip- 
on 1 lie leather by » machine made for that 
l.urpr>«o. In tho manufacture of the eyelets 
a number of very slight -\ertic-al indenta- 
tion?! an- made at equal distances apart in 
the (,ut=ido of tho eyelet around the smooth, 
straight; end. When tho shoo machine 
smashes down the inner- side, ot the eyelet, 
the motal i arts at these indentations and 
is spread uniformly, thus giving it a fee- 
euro hold. 


Kyclets arc made of various sizes in 


diameter si:d of various lengths of shank 
or cylinder, according to the thickness of 
tho mati ri.il with which they are to bo 
used, and after they come from the ma- 
chines they aro finished in great variety. 
Some aro finished white—these arc silver 
plated; some arc gilt finished and some 
aro coppered. Kyclcts are japanned in 
block or in \ariou<-shades of russet; they 
aro, in fact, nuidc in any si/o and of any 
color that may l;o desired. Sooner or later 
tho jap;.lining v, cars off, exposing tho 
I ":>.«. There are now made shoe eyelets 
that are covered with celluloid, which keep 
their color, but tht-vi1 are much more ex- 
pensive than the Kinds commonly used.

YOUR WIFE'S BANK BOOK. 


Decision of Maine's Supreme Court in 


' a York County Case. 


In the York county case of Edward 


?. Getchell against the Biddeford sav 
ngs bank the supreme court Tuesday 
norning handed down a 
rescript. 


Judge Emery, who wrote the opicior, 
said: 


'To effectuate a gift there [must be a 


delivery to the donee or an express dec- 
laration of trudt in his favor. 


"Where a ^husband delivers to bis 


wife the property itself or the evidences 
of title thereto, the relationship may 
raise a presumption .that the transaction 
was a gift, but where there is no such 
delivery there is no such presumption. 


"Where a husband deposits his own 


money in a savings bank in his wife's 
name without delivering to her the 
bank book or expressly declaring a 
trust in her favor, the money so depos- 
ited does not vest in tho wife. 


"Where a husband with 
his own 


money buys corporate stock and has the 
certificates made out iu bis wife's name 
and holds them without delivering them 
to her or expressly declaring a trust in 
her favor, the stock so purchased does 
not vest in the wife. 


"The elimination by counsel of for- 


mal and irrelevant matters from the 
case sent to the law court is commend- 
ed. Judgment for the defendant."
